1. Review of Annual Joint Meeting w/Council – The purpose of the review was to 

orientate and update the new commissioners.  Chair Bien reviewed the discussions and 
action taken at the joint meeting between the Youth Commission and Council on 
January 3, 2005.  This included the 2004 Youth Commission accomplishments, goals and 
budget submitted for January to June 2005.  Bien reviewed the success of the Casino 
Night, Project Dance and the adoption of the Youth Commission logo.

volunteers that would assist at the 4th of July celebration located at the Hillview Soccer 
Field.  While the commissioners had vacation conflicts, Commissioner DeMartini 
offered to take the volunteer opportunity to his scout group for consideration.
